All bridges and trestle work has been 
washed away on Simmons river, branch 
of th** Norfolk and Western system. All 
telegraph lines are down and tracks 
badly, washed out on this division. 
People who came from Vivian did not 
come through the town of Keystone, 
bnt around it. 
They 
state, however, 
th** damage done not near as great as 
at first reported. 
They think not more 
than a dozen houses were washed away 
They cannot say bow many, ifan y,lives 
were lost at Keystone. 
The damage over the coal fields is im­ 
mense, but every one believe it has 
beeu too greatly excited aud too anxious 
to get away to take time to inquire into 
affairs of their neighbors.
